As an educational institution, noncommercial scientific institution or 
representative of the news media requester, you will be charged applicable 
duplication fees in accordance with 5 USC § 552 (a)(4)(A)(ii)(ll). 

As a general (all others) requester, you will be charged applicable search and 
’ duplication fees in accordance with 5 USC § 552 (a)(4)(A)(ii)(lll). 


Fee waivers are determined on a case by case basis. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 
(a)(4)(A)(iii) and 28 C.F.R. § 16.10(k)(i)-(ii). Your request for a fee waiver was reviewed, 
and it was denied for one or more of the following reasons. 


You failed to demonstrate the requirement that the requested information is 
in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of the operations and activities of the government. See 28 
C.F.R. §16.10(k)(i). 

□ Factor 1: The records do not concern the operations or activities of the 
Federal Government. See 28 C.F.R. § 16.10(k)(2)(i).

Please be advised that we have determined “unusual circumstances” apply to the 
processing of your request. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (a)(6)(B)(iii). “Unusual circumstances” 
include the following scenarios: 

There is a need to search for and collect records from field offices and/or other offices that 
are separate from the FBI Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS). 

There is a need to search for, collect, and examine a voluminous amount of separate and 
distinct records. 

There is a need for consultation with another agency or two or more DOJ components. 

“Exceptional circumstances” also apply to this the sheer volume, unbounded scope, and 
size of these requests which may trigger an unpredictable workload for the FBI which 
cannot reasonably plan for a single requester to consume such a vast quantity of its finite 
FOIA resources. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (a)(6)(C)(i). 

Per 5 U.S.C. § 552 (a)(4)(C)(iii), as pertinent to “exceptional circumstances,” the FBI is 
providing you an opportunity to reasonably modify the scope of these requests.

Please cite the FOlPA Request Number assigned to your request so that it may 
be easily identified.
